Results of examination: 

An exanination was mndo of the cartridge cases* 

C6 t C7 and C38 mul tho cartridge* C8, for loading* chambering, 
extraction and/or ojection marks for tho purpose of determining 
if these specimens had been loaded into and extracted from 
Oswald’s rifle. Old, more than once. 

Harks woro found on the CO cartridge case indicating that 
it hhs been loaded into and extracted from a weapon at least three 
times. Ono sot of marks was identified as having been made by tho 
magazino follower of tho C14 rifle, it is pointed out that tho 
extractor and ejector marks on CG a a well as on C7, C8 and C38 did 
not possess sufficient characteristics for identifying tho weapon 
which produced t.V-ra. Thcro arc. also throu Lets of marks on the base 
of this cartridge case which were not found on 07, CO, C30 or any of 
tho ^umerous Jests obtained from tho Old riflo. It was not possible 
to dQtermino v hat produced those marks. 
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Marks woro found on tho C7 cavtridgo cnso indicating 
that it 1ms boon londod into nndoxtrnctod from A woapon nt least 
tvico, Ono set of marks was identified as having bcon producod by 
tho chamber of tho Old riflo and ono sot of marks was idontifiod as 
having boon produced by contact with tho bolt of C14; howover, it 
was not posslblo to dotormino whothor tho two sots of marks which 
were idontifiod woro producod by ono or two loading operations In 
tho C14 rifle. 

Two eets of marks woro found on tho C8 cartridge 
(found in tho C14 riflo) which woro idontifiod as having boon 
produced by tho magazine follower of tho C14 riflo. Another 
60 t of followor marks was found on C8. Tho fragmentary nature 
of this eot of marks could posoibly account for tho fact that 
theso mark3 woro not idontifiod with tho C14 rifle. 

Marks woro found on tho C38 cartridge caso indicating 
that it had boon loaded into andextractod from a weapon at least 
twi,ce. Ono eot of marks was idontifiod a3 having boon produced 
by the ir.agnzino follower of tho C14 riflo and ono sot of maika 
was identified ns having boon producod by the chamber of C14; 
however. It was not possible to determine whether tho two sots 
of mnrks which woro identified woro produced by ono or two 
loading operations in tho C14 rifle. 

Tho results of tho abovo examinations do not prccludo 
the possibility that thoso items could havo boon loaded into 
and cxtrnctod from a weapon ono or moro timos vhon insufficient 
force was usdd to produce marks. It is pointed out that if two 
or moro enrtitdges nro loaded into tho clip of C14, only the 
bottom cartrJdgo will bo marked by tho mngazino followor. 
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
